St. Pererssvune, Nov. 2.—The Oficial Mes- 
eenger this publishes the first proc- 
lamation of Emperor Nicholas II. of Russia, 
in which, after formally commanicating to 
the nation the news of the death of his 
father, Alexander III., he says: 

„May the knowledge console you that eur 
griefis the grief ot our entire beloved na- 
tion and may the nation not forget that the 
strength and firmness of holy Russia lies in 
its unity and unbounded devotion to us. 

ein this sad and solemn hour in which we 
ascend our ancestral throne of the Russian 
empire and Ozardom of Poland and the 
Grand Dechy of Finland indissolubly linked 
with it, we, however,fremember the legacy 


admitted. The flag over the palace was 
placed at halt mast and a salute was fired by 


the vessels in the port. 


Shortly after 40’clock the members of the 
palace guard were marshaled in the square 
in front of the palace chapel, for the cere- 


mony of swearing allegiance to the new, 


Czar, They took the oath. The Grand 
Dukes were the next to swear allegiance and 
they were followed in the order of precedents 
by the high court fanetionaries, court 
officials, military officers and civil officials. 


AT THE BIER. 

ADIA, Nov. 2.—The remains of Alexan- 
der III. have been embalmed and, attired in 
the uniform of the Preobrajensky Regiment 
of the- Guard, were conveyed this morning to 
the small private chapel of the palace. The 
Dier was surrounded with lighted candles 
and is watched by relaysef priests and on- 
cers of the army. 

At the religious services all the members of 
the imperial family and the imperial house- 
mold were present. The officiating priest, 
after censing the remains, began chanting 
an impressive liturgy. The whole ceremony 
was most imposing aad — the dee p- 
est effect on those present. 


THE OCEAN“ FUNERAL. 

St. PETERSRURG, Nov. 2.—The funeral of 
the Czar will take place on Nov. 15, and it is 
said his body will lie in state for some weeks 
at Moscow. 


THR NEW CZAR. 


Emperer Nichelas II., Who Te-Day 
Rules the Russian Emptre. 


The world outside of Russian court circles 
has little information upon which to base an 
opinion of the character of Russia’s new 
ruler, who yesterday was Crown Prince and 
to-day absolute monarch of a vast empire. 
In France the belief has been held that Nich- 


olas has friendlier sympathies with Emperor 
Wiliam than with the French Repubifc. No 
tangible evidence in support of this assump- 
tion ts offered, but absolute knowledge upon 
which to base aa estimate of the private and 
political character and tastes of the young 
man who is now autoerat of all the Russias is 
extremely limited. 

Personally the new Czar is not an impres- 
sive figure. He is tall, lanky, has a stoop, 
and is not rm on his feet. in fact, he is in- 
clined to be Dandylegged. He is an amiable, 
easy going, very ordipary young man, whom 
vast power and responsibility may possiply 
develop into a safe, strong ruler.

He is reported to be more Anglo- 
phile than Gallophile, although inelined to 
coatinue the same understanding with 
France, The friendly relations between the 
countries, it is thought, are likely to be 
maintained, but 8 in the shape ot a 
written treaty will deprecated. 


EXPRESSIONS OF SYMPATHY IN ENGLAND. 

Loypon, Nov. 2.—The expressions of sym- 
pathy and respect which have been called 
forth by the death of Czar Alexander III. 


are universal. The officials of the Russian 
Embassy have been overwhelmed witz mes- 
sages of condolence. Flags are half-masted 
everywhere in London and in the large 
cities of the United Kingdom. special relig- 
ious services are being arranged at Bucking- 
ham Palace, Marlborough and at all tke 
other residences of the royal family. In ad- 
dition the shades are drawn down at all the 
palaces and other habitations of royalty. 
and the orders have been isgued that the 
military bands are not to play at any func- 
tion untl after the funeral. 

Queen Victoria is profoundly affected at 
the death of the Czar and has issued the 
necessary instructions for the court to go 
into mourning for the usual period. 

The press reflects the feeling of sympathy 
expressed on all side among the Queen’s sub- 
jects for the Russian nation in its grief.

Disastrous Fire in the Hammond 
Packing Co.’s Plant. 


THE PROPERTY Loss ESTIMATED AS 
HIGH AS $500,000. 


Blaze Discovered at 7 4. M. as the Men 
Were Geing te Werk—Originated on 
the Seeend Fleer and Spread to the 
Third and Fourth Floers—All the Fire 
Department Called Out—Kept From 
A@jotuing Property. 


OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 2.—There was a disas- 
trous fire in South Omaha this forenoon 
which cost the lives ot two men and a loss 
of property estimated at about $500,000. 

Just as the men were going to work in the 
dig beef house of the Hammond packing 
plant at 7 o’cloek thisimorning flames were 
discovered on the second floor, and immedi- 
ately spread tothe third and fourth floors. 
Just as soon asthe fire was discovered the 
private fire department of the Hammonds 
started to fight the flames, but it was dis- 
covered that the water pressure was 80 light 
it was impossible to accomplish anything. 

Word was at once sent to Omaha and all 
the available apparatus was hurried to 
the scene, for as a high wind was blowing, 
the fire threatened to spread to the house of 
Swift & Co, and to the Stock Yards. Ali the 
efforts of the firemen were confined to keep- 
ing the fire from spreading, as there was no 
possible show of saving the big beef Bouse, 
a four-story structure, 200x200 feet, which

The two heralds, with their escorts, trav- 
ersed all the principal streets of the eity, 
and after the trumpeters had delivered 
three ringing blasts from their trampets, 
they made public the proclamation given 
above. 

Throughout St. Petersburg to-day {the ac- 
cession of the new Czar is being icelebrated 
as a festival, for this event takes pre- 
cedence of the mourning ceremonies. The 
Russian newspapers, therefore, appeared 
without black borders, and all signs of pub- 
ne mourning will be withheld until to- mor - 
row. 

At 10 o’clock yesterday evening the first 
requiem mass forthe repose of the soul of 
Alexander III. was celebrated 1a st. Peters- 
burg, and all the ministers and members of 
the Council of the Empire were present. 
When the serviee was all over those in at- 
tendance took the oath of aflegianee to Osar 
Nicholas II. and the heir presumptive, the 
Carowits Grand Duke George, brother of the 
Czar. 

This morning the Senate met in plenary 
session, and all its members took the oath of 
allegiance.

This 
Council considers the laws brought before it 
by the Ministers, the badget and the ex- 
penditures to be made, Dut it has no power 
to propose nor to make alterations of the 
laws. It is, in fact, merely a consulta 
tive institution. The Ruling Senate 
is the High Court of Justice for the Empire, 
and all laws to be valid must be promul- 
gated by it. It is divided into nime depart- 
ments, each being autborizea to deeide final 
appeals upon certain descriptions of cases. 
Over each section an eminent lawyer pre- 
sides, who represents the Emperor, and 
without whose signature its decisions would 
have no torce. The various sections meet 
together at stated times, when they examine 
into the state of the general administration. 
At such times the Minister of Justice presides. 
The Senate has power to make remonstrances 
to the Emperor. The members are mostly of 
high rank, and are all, of course,.appointed 
by the Czar. To the Holy Synod is committed 
the charge of the religious affairs of the em - 
pire, the Czar being the sapreme head of the 
Church, as well as of the Goverament. The

He sald that he had been sent down to look 
at the drug store by a firm of financial agents 
on Chéstnut street, who said the doctor was 
anxious to dispose of his store, and he asked 
Dr. Medlin if he would exchange it for a 
farm.

Hill Badly Han deapped by the Oppesi. 
tion te the Siraight Ticket in the City

NRW York, Nov. 2,—Unless the most astute 
political prophets in Gotham are offin their 
reckoning, next Tuesday will witness the 
crushing defeatof Tammany. The leaders 
of Tammany themselves, many of them, 
privately admit enat tuts is to be the result 
ot the balloting. The proposed deal with 
Boss Platt has fallen through and the situa- 
tion of the ones potent Organization is 
desperate. The tiger is on his knees. 


The official roster atthe City Hall shows 
nearly 156,000 members of Tammany Hall on 
the payroiis of New York. These 15,000 men 
control nearly one-half of the votes of the 
city, With them it is bread and butter. But 
there Goes not seemtobe much doubt that 
the majority of votes are this year beyond 
their reach. The conscience of New York 
has been roused and the cry is swelling that 
Tammany must be put down. 

The root of the growth of this opposttion 
lies in the revelation of the Lexow investi. 
gation. it promises to bring about as 
sweeping a revelation as did the exposure of 
the Il weed ring. 

Predictions to-day are that the majority 
against Tammany’s candidate for Mayor 
will de from 20,000 to 80,000. 

The Lexow revelations are dumaging to 
the Democratic State ticket, and while the 
effect on Hill will not be so marked as it will 
beonthe Tammany city ticket, he will lose 
thousands of votes that would have been 
Cast for Bim had not Mr. Goff used his 
prove so mercilessly.

Schaefer and Ives at Outs With the Table 
Manufacturers. 


Details of the chilliness existing between 
Jake Schaefer and Frank Ives anda leading 
billiard table company are interesting, says 
a Chicago exchange.

The players, however, insisted that they 
could play onthe tables and advertise the 
goods in Paris just as welias here, and they 
departed. In Paris the ayers were in 
clover, making from $75 to$:00a day. They 
played on the tables of their em- 
ployers and kept tothe terms of 
their contract. Suddenly the French 
authorities put a stop to the bookmaking 
that was an attractive feature of the games, 
and the sport died. The American players 
then turned their eyes homeward. When 
Schaefer and lives reached America they 
found that the company had declared the 
arrangement between them at an end on 
July 1. The players claim that $750 is owed 
to each ofthe them, and in the financial 
interregoum relations are strained, 
neither side caring to make advances. 
Then came Fournil, the French expert, anx- 
ious to play matches, but the company hung 
out a contract to him and he accepted. Ives 
challenged the Frenchman, but the latter’s 
hands were tied. Ives and Schaefer now use 
another table and will play their match on 
it. Ofallthe great players ives is the only 
one reputed to have accumulated much 
money. He ig said to be worth $69,000. A few 
few days ago he changed $14,000 in foreign 
money for American currency.

ANTIQUABED REGISTRATION. 

The revision of the registration in this 
city was done by a board equally divided 
between Republicans and Democrats. The 
names stricken from the lists by this non- 
partisan board were printed, or the print- 
ing thereof was paid for at the public 
expense, ina Republican newspaper, but 
not in any Democratic or independent 
paper. If frauds have been perpetrated 
in the revision the Republicans are as 
much responsible for it as the Democrats. 
Opportunity was given all citizens, whose 
names were unjustly stricken off the lists, 
to discover the tot and have them re- 
instated. 

But while provision is made by the 
present law to prevent wrong, our system 


fraud. The retention of old registration 
lists and the transfer system are unwise 
and unsuited to the conditions of a great 
city. They offer opportunity for the ras- 
cals of both parties to profit by fraud, 
which they have utilized to the utmost. 
Many citizens permit themselves to be 
disfranchised because of the necessity of 
going tothe Recorder of Votér’s office to 
transfer. Trouble invariably arises from 
the revision of old lists and the work of 
weeding out the names of voters who have 
died or moved. 

Thorough reform is needed in our regis- 
tration and precinct system. Complete 
new registration should be required for 
each election. After the election every 
registration book should be destroyed. 
The city should be divided into small pre- 
cincts of not more than 200, or at most 300 
voters. The registration and revision should 
be done by precincts and the names 
stricken from the lists should be posted in 
the precincts. 

Each voter would thus be compelled to 
register afresh before he votes and enabled 
to registerin hie voting precinct. There 
would be no large precincts or listed: 
names of dead men or removed voters to 
offer tempting opportunity for fraud. 
With small precincts, with fresh pre- 
cinct registration every year, and with 
precinct revision and posting the chance 
for fraud would be reduced to a minimum 
and the chance for detection of fraud in- 
creased to a maximum. When each pre- 
cinct is taken care of the whole city is 
taken care of. 

Honest registration ts the foundation of 
honest elections. The first work of the 
next Legislature should be a reform of the 
registration laws.

He came to 
the throne thirteen years ago through the 
assassination of his father and reigned in 
constant dread of his own assassination. 
He was an imperial prisoner, always sur- 
rounded by guards and spies and never 
free from suspicion and fear of all with 
whom he came in contact. He knew that 
there were desperate men and women con- 
tinually plotting to slay him and never 
wentabroad without the expectation of 
meeting an assassin. 

It was natural that under these éircum- 
stances he should be driven into a policy 
of cruel repression.

She Replies to His Charges That She 
Eloped and Deserted Him. 


The following letter received from the 
former wife of ©. B. Carter, the convict 
whose odd story was related in the last Suxn- 
DAY Post- DiIsPaTcH, explains itself: 

To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 


There appeared in your issue of the 22d 
inst. an article from C. R. Carter, an inmate 
of tne State Penitestlary, and formerly my 
husband, in which among other things he 
says that after his return from his trip to 
Alaska in 1888 the first news he received from 
this place (Mt. Vernon) was that I was 
divorced from him and had eloped with 
Joseph Thompson, one of the jurymen who 
rendered the verdict of murder in the first 
degree against him for the Killing of Robert 
Orocket. 

I wish to say in answer to this that as to 
eloping with Thompson or any other person 
his statement is unqualifiediy false, and is a 
positive lie. 

Said Thompson was elected and served as 
Sheriff of Lawrence County from November, 
1888, to Jamuary, 1893, 

1 secared a divorce with my husband's 
consent ia 1887 aad remarried. 

Farther I wish to state that I expended 
some $2,000 of own moaey for and ia behalf of 
my husband in trying to secure his acquittal, 
and at the time when he broke jail he left a 
drag store on my haads $700 in debt. When 
married Carter be had no property, 
and what property there was 
in our possession in uount Vernon belonged 
to mo. After Carter had been convicted of 
murder in the first degree and after his 
capture and return from Oregoa Mr. Thomp- 
son, the juryman with whom he (Carter) 
says I eloped, was lastrumental in securing 
a Commutation of his sentence to imprisgon- 
ment, OF at least in securing the signatures 
of some of the jarymen to a petition for com- 
mutation.
